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PREFACE 


Amongst the various literary and cultural activities of the 
Gujarat Yidya Sabha, Ahmedabad, collection of old manuscripts 
in Sanskrit, Prakrit, Persian, Arabic and old Gujarati languages has 
engaged the attention of the Sabha from its very inception. It

Persian and 2,860 Gujarati manuscripts. AVe have had a running 
accession list of these manuscripts. The Sabha had been thinking for 
some time to prepare a descriptive catalogue of these manuscripts. 
But as the estimated cost was beyond the present financial resources 
of the Sabha, the idea was postponed. In the meanwhile, we got a 
communication dated 14th July, 1960, from the Ministry* of Scienti¬ 
fic Research and Cultural Affairs, New Delhi, enclosing a scheme 
for publication of rare manuscripts and proposing grants-in-aid to 
institutions undertaking such work. We applied on 27tli July, 1960 
to the Ministry of Scientific Research and Cultural Affairs, New 
Delhi, for grant-in-aid for publication of the catalogues of manus¬ 
cripts in possession of the Gujarat Yidya Sabha through the Chief 
Secretary, Gujarat State, Ahmedabad, as was required. On 3-11-1960, 
we initially submitted a scheme for a catalogue of all the Sanskrit 
manuscripts and Persian manuscripts in possession of the Sabha. 
But the Government of India in their letter dated 7th January, 
1961, informed us that they ‘approve in the first instance, the 
compilation and publication of catalogues of 3,000 manuscripts in 
Sanskrit-Prakrit and 300 in Arabic-Persian available with the 
Sabha and that they agree, in principle, to the payment of necessary 
grants-in-aid to the Sabha for the purpose.’ Accordingly, we under¬ 
took to prepare and publish a descriptive catalogue of 3,000 
Sanskrit manuscripts and 300 Arabic and Persian manuscripts.

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INTRODUCTION 

On 8th February, 1961, I was entrusted by the Honorary 
Secretary of the Gujarat Vidya Sabha, Ahmedabad with the work 
of preparing a catalogue of the collections of Arabic and Persian 
manuscripts of the Gujarat Yidya Sabha deposited in the B. J. 
Institute of Learning and Research, in accordance with the tabular 
form and in the light of the scheme approved by the Ministry of 
Scientific Research and Cultural Affairs, Government of India. 

The catalogue prepared by me comprises the manuscripts from 
two collections: one is the property of the Gujarat Yidya Sabha 
and the other belongs to the Aparav Bholanath Library entrusted 
to the care of the Gujarat Yidya Sabha. 

Experience has shown that no research work worthy of the 
name is possible in any line connected with the Muslim History 
and Culture in India in general and in Gujarat in particular, without 
a good collection of Persian and Arabic books bearing on the sub¬ 
ject. Happily, Gujarat is rich in Persian aud Arabic manuscripts 
owing to her association with the independent Muslim rulers in 
the past. During those times Arabic and Persian received preferen¬ 
tial treatment and poets and scholars both Muslims and Hindus 
were held in high esteem. Thereafter during the whole of the 
Mughal Period, the proficiency in the composition of Persiau poetry, 
compilation of history in Persian and the study of the Persian 
literature was reckoned as a mark of learning and worthy of respect; 
so amongst the Hindus the Nagars, Kayasths and BrahmaJchshatriyas 
took to the study and cultivation of the same. Further, the impor¬ 
tance of the Persian scholarship necessitated the copying of the 
works of the best authors with as much elegance and elaboration 
as their quality demanded; for the art of printing was unknown 
in those days. This process naturally led to a widespread taste 
among people for beautiful handwriting which came to be regarded 
as a fine art indispensable to accomplished people.

In the times of the independent Sultans as well as the Mughal 
Subadars excellent libraries containing valuable manuscripts were 
maintained by rulers, noblemen and Muslim divines. Hindus also 
bad good collections of such manuscripts. Many of these, however, 
have left their Indian home and migrated to Europe during the 
British rule; hut quite a large number of them has been still preserved 
in the libraries attached to big mosques and mausoleums like 
Hazrat Pir Muhammadshab, in Ahmedabad, as well as the private 
collections of Muslim families- and Hindu families, particularly 
amongst the Nagars, Kayasths and Brahmalclisliatriyas in cities like 
Ahmedabad, Surat, Broach and Junagadh. The stores of ample 
research materials available there require investigation and exa¬ 
mination. Unfortunately many of these valuable treasures are fast dis¬ 
appearing, which must be deplored as a national loss in the domain 
of learniug. It is high time that a resolute endeavour must be 
made to prevent it. For this end, it is necessary that the manuscripts 
should be acquired, preserved, catalogued and published. 

The manuscripts in this catalogue range in size from big tomes 
to scrolls. The documents written in scrolls are very interesting 
from historical, sociological and economic points of view and throw 
a flood of light on the history of the period in which they were 
written. 

In the making of the catalogue, manuscripts composed by diffe¬ 
rent authors and copied by the same scribe or different scribes all 
bound together in one by a later owner have been indicated under 
the same number differentiated by sections marked (a), (b), (c) etc. 

In case of old manuscripts, their conditions have been described 
in greater detail. 

I he colophons of numerous manuscripts have been unfortu¬ 
nately lost or torn or defaced partly through ravages of time and 
partly through negligence of owners from whom they have been 
procured. In absence of the indications of dates, an attempt has 
been made to estimate the age of those particular manuscripts from 
their condition and other internal evidences. 
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Most of the MSS. described in this catalogue are in Persian. 
Thej 7 treat of almost all the then known branches of knowledge as 
would he evident by a glance at it. As stated above, besides 
Muslims , there was a remarkable number of Hindu scholars who 
wrote both in prose and verse. 

Furthemore, just as the Hindus of the times of the Muslim 
rulers were conversant with Persian, so the learned Muslims of the 
time were conversant with Sanskrit and some of them translated 
Sanskrit books into Persian (e.g. Vide Nos. 8-8; 92-127). 

It is also noteworthy that there were professional scribes whose 
energy was amazing. Their hand-writing in most cases was steady, 
elegant and charming. With many of them, it was a family pro¬ 
fession and the traditional skill. Amongst them, there were Hindus 
also. 


It is surprising to note that in spite of the lapse- of time, the 
ink used in most of the old MSS. has not much faded; and the quality 
of the paper used has not deteriorated, though damaged in parts by 
worms. 

The first part of the work containing the catalogue of 210 
manuscripts has already been published and this is the second part 
which includes the description of the remaining 90 manuscripts 
(from No. 211 to No. 300) and five appendices. 

My heartiest thanks are due to Prof. A. N. Quraishi, my 
research student and on the teaching staff of Gujarat College, 
Ahmedabad, for his valuable help and illuminating suggestions. 

I would be failing in my duty, if I were not to acknowledge 
my indebtedness to my colleague and friend, Dr. L. H. Tengshe, 
Professor of English in H. K. Arts College, Ahmedabad for having 
carefully gone through the manuscript. 

I must tender my cordial thanks to Prof. M. A. Abbasi who 
was my post-gradute student and now on the teaching staff of 
Gujarat College, Ahmedabad for assisting me in proof-correction,

Work : The title means “the 
Mine of Correspondence.”
